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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As amended, 
the combination of Mleziva, Wang, Owen and Benoit do not teach the claimed features 
of a meltblown fibrous nonblocking agent and a laminate structure where one side has a 
gatherable facing layer and the other side has a fibrous meltblown nonblocking agent. 
The prior art of Mleziva teaches laminates that are known to have gatherable and 
nongatherable facing layers. The prior art of Owen teaches that polymeric compounds 
are known to be nonblocking. The prior art of Benoit teaches that it is known in the art 
to apply nonblocking agents to films in order to reduce the adhesive between the film 
layers when rolled. The prior art neither alone or in combination teach a meltblown 
fibrous nonblocking agent applied to one side of a laminate comprised of continuous 
filament strands and a gatherable facing layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
